Not  all  of  the  land  v;ithin  the  National  Forests  Is  owned 
bv  the  Government  There  are  many  tracts  of  private  land 
wnicli  were  homesteaded  yeai'-s  ago-.  V/e  hear  much  talk  nov/-a-“days 
about  eubmerglnal  farm  lands,  and  a large  part  of  these 
mountain  homesteads  In  the  national  forests  are  decidedly 
of  that  submarginal  quality o The  cultivated  land  lies  * 

In  iiarrov^  strips  along  the  creek  bottoms  The  land  on  the 
hillsides  is  generally  too  rocky  and  too  rough  for  successful, 
farming.  After  the  timber  is  removed  such,  land  has  little 
value  for  any  purpose  and  is  frequently  considered  not  worth 
the  taxes  Ai'id  so,  many  traxts  are  being  acquired  and 
consolidated  with  the  national  forests  where  they  will  be 
given  protection  from  fire  and  wi^l  be  used  for  the  only 
purpose  for  v/hich  they  are  really  suited  “ that  is  growing 
e.  new  crop  of  timber  t>
